Cotham Mulcted by 
Comptroller. 


Fifteen Million Dollars not 
Aecounted For. 


City Bonds to that Amount Said to 
Have Been Quietly Du- 
pPlicated. 


A Reminiscence of the Tweed Days 
Brought into Court—The Matter 
Taken Up by a Citizens’ 

2 Committee.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The charge made 
by. Matthew Jephson O’Rourke that 515, 
000,000 worth of city bonds have been 
duplicated and that the Comptroller's of- 
fice has kept the matter covered up for 
the last twenty-five years, is in a fair way 
to be completely investigated at last. 

O’Rourke was a clerk in the office during 
the Tweed days. He is an old man now, 
and a vindictive, testy: old man at that. 
but a citizen’s committee, which during 
the past six months has gone into his alle- 
gations, and the mass of documents which 
he possesses, is convinced that his story is 
a true one. Last summer a committee was 
organized with Assemblyman Judson Law- 
son and George W. Stokes at its head. 
Ex-Judge Arnoux was engaged as counsel, 
and hearings were held in the rooms of 
the Board of Trade and Transportation. 
O’Rourke held back for a long time, plead- 
ing his reluctance to produce his docu- 
ments until positively convinced that the 
committee would not drop the matter. 
Finally he told his story. 

Lawyers Ferris and Stokes went before 
Judge Andrews of the Supreme Court with 
an application for a summary investigation 
and examination of the Comptroller’s of- 
fice. Judge Andrews took them to Judge 
Patterson, who was siting in chambers, 
and they filed a petition, the material 
part of which was as follows:

C. Robinson, Increase M. Grenell, James 
Benholm and Louis Baur, above-named re- 
spéctfully shows upon information and 
belief that Richard A. Storres, deputy 
comptrolier of the city of New Tork,

stocks. of the city. and county of New York, 
the ‘exact ameunt.of which petition- 
|, ore cannot ascertain, which have deen is- 
sued while the bald Richard A. Storrés 
das been deputy comptroller of the said 
city and many of which said bonds and 
stocks are not payable until the next cen- 
tury, have. never been reported as out- 
standing in the reports of the Comp- 
troller’s office made by the said Richard 
A. Storres and that the reports and ac- 
counts of the Comptroller’s office made by 
the said Richard A. Storres as deputy 
comptroller of the city of New York, have 
been systematically falsified; also upon 
information and belief, that the said Rich- 
ard A. Storres. has knowledge or informa- 
tion that the proceeds of millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of stocks and bonds which 
have been reported as outstanding, the 
exact amount of which the petitioners can- 
not ascertain, have not reached the treas- 
ury of the city of New Yo 

The application was directed at Deputy 
Comptroller Stonres, first, because he has 
been in the Comptroller's department for 
twenty-five years and had charge during 
that time of the issuance of all bonds, 
and, second, because certain charges 
which the citizens’ committee wish to 
make outside of the O’Rouke matter are in 
the Comptroller's department. O’Rouke, 
it is said, does not expect to make any 
money out of the exposure now, though 
in previous years, when he has endeav- 
ored to get newspapers and organizations 
to take up the charges, he has always 
stipulated that large sums of money 
should be paid for his information. 


ARBITRATION OF STRIKES. 


A Conference at Washington on the 
Subject. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Labor Commis- 
sioner Wright will have a conference to- 
day with Chairman McGann of the House 
Committee on Labor, Representative 
Springer, author of the pending Arbitra- 
tion Bill, and Representative Erdman, who 
wrote the favorable report on the bill, 
will go over the question of arbitrat- 
ing strikes, with a view to outlining a 
programme for immediate action in Con- 
gress. Wright's experience in the Presi- 
dential Commission, which recently inves- 
tigated the Pullman strike, is depended 
on to give practical form to the plan of 
national arbitration. It has heretofore 
been urged theoretically. but the report 
of the commission, based on experience, 
recommends such favorable arbitration as 
the surest remedy against labor agitations 
and strikes. 

The action of the commission to settle 
a strike is defined in the bill as follows: 
The National Board of Arbitration shal) 
have power, when in their discretion the 
public interests are at stake, to investi- 
gate the cause of all controversies and 
disputes between employees and their em- 
ployers in the United States as they may 
occur, and the conditions accompanying 
them, and the best means of their adjust- 
ment, whether such controversies and dis- 
putes are submitted for arbitration or not, 
and to report thereon to the President, 
who shall from time to time transmit 
such reports to Congress. Said board 
shall have power to adjust and settle by 
conciliation all such disputes and con- 
troversies, so far as it may be en to 
do 20.

WORKING THE MARKET. 


The Havemeyer People Play a Sharp 
Trick on the Speculators. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—For weeks Have- 
meyer has been vociferously proclaiming 
that the sugar industry was practically 
on the edge of bankruptcy. The man- 
agers got together to decide on the divi- 
dend, but, while they talked, the floor 
of the exchange bore evidence to the fact 
that a big following of brokers had been 
let into the secret of just what the sugar 
managers were going to do. There was 
some talk of opposition to the Havemeyer 
plan, but none of the managers would 
talk. 

The fact is, after sugar had climbed 
to 89, on transactions of about one hun- 
dred and seventy-five ‘thousand shares, or 
nearly half the entire common capitaliza- 
tion of the trust, there came a voice fram 
the board-room that the dividend should 
remain as at present, 7 per cent. per 
annum on the preferred and 12 per cent. 
on the common. In declaring the common 
dividend, it was not even termed a quar- 
terly dividend, and then the explanation 
was tacked onto the declaration that 
the dividend was on earnings prior to 
September 1.“ 

The gigantic turn had been made, and 
the street sees a 12 per cent. stock sell- 
ing at less than 90, while an 8 per cent. 
stock, such as the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, is quoted at 193. The differ- 
ence in these figures measures the distrust 
which the investing public has for 
Havemeyer and his partners. A monop- 
oly which admits of a speculative profit 
of millions in a few months in these 
times, even with legislative assistance, 
is a very ine fleld to work, and the 
Havemeyer people are working it for 
all it is worth. 


|. TOPEKA SKEPTICS. 


REPORT OF HILLMAN’S 
TURE NOT CREDITED. 


CAP- 


The Insurance Companies Said to be 
Trying to Defraud His Wife— 
Messages Received from 
Arizona.

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 6.—The story of 
the capture of the real Hillman in Arizona 
is not received at Topeka with much 
credence. Assistant State Insurance Com- 
missioner Taylor said: Hillman is dead. 
He has been so for sixteen years. The in- 
surance companies are simply trying to 
defraud his wife out of his life insurance. 
I suppose they hope to get the case, which 
is set for next month, continued again.“ 

E. F. Ware, one of the attorneys for the 
insurance companies, gave the following 
information: ‘‘No continuance will be 
asked by the companies. We have re- 
ceived numerous messages from Arizona 
by parties claiming to have arrested Hill- 
man. These telegrams are indefinite, and 
unsatisfactory, and the chances are against 
the capture of the real Hillman. How- 
ever, these men who are Working on their 
own hook for the reward think they have 
Hillman and have requested requisition 
papers and witnesses. D. E. Palmer of 
this law office left Topeka two days ago 
with papers from the Governor, and was 
accompanied by two men, one of whom is 
W. N. Nichols of Valley Falls, both of 
whom claim they could identify Hillman. 
I will not say where Palmer has gone. The 
messages we have received are not from 
Finney or Gemmell.’’ Nichols, one of the 
witnesses who left Topeka Tuesday, said: 
“The man killed at Medicine Lodge in 1878 
was not Hillman, as I have testified at 
every trial case, and propose to again at 
the trial next month.“ 

THE MAN WHO WAS ARRESTED. 

FRANKLIN, (Ky.,) Dec. 6.—The news to 
the effect that J. W. Hillman, who is sup- 
posed to have been killed sixteen years 
ago in Kansas and under mysterious cir- 
cumstances after having taken out a 
heavy insurance on his life, had been ar- 
rested in Arizona in connection with tele- 
grams received here last night created 
considerable excitement. Lynn Boyd Hern- 
don is the man arrested in Arizona for 
this crime. He formerly lived here and 
is extensively connected in this section. 

About seventeen years ago, together 
with his father’s family, he moved to Kan- 
sas. How long he lived in that State is 
not known to his relatives here, but it is 


several years. Last night he poured tel- 
egrams into his kinsmen at this place, 
telling of his arrest at Tombstone, Ariz., 
charged with having defrauded an insur- 
ance company of a large sum and probably 
with the murder of the supposed Hillman 
at Valley Falls, Kan., in 1878. The tele- 
grams were urgent and the relatives of 
“Herndon here are solicitous about his sit- 
uation, so much so, in fact, that Dr. J. E. 
Neeley, a relative of his, left for Tomb- 
stone today to identify Herndon and help 
him out of his trouble. 

It is thought that Herndon is accused 
by a peculiar chain of circumstances, but 
his relatives here, from what they know 
of the case, do not believe him guilty. 


CONSOLIDATED BANKS.

It was decided to ask the Senate 
to authorize an inspection to be made im- 
mediately after the adjournment next 
March. 

The entire time of the House today was 
occupied in the discussion of the Railroad 
Pooling Bill, to which there appears to be 
a great deal of opposition. No action, 
however, was taken on the bill today. 
Messrs. Cooper of Florida, Graham of 
Texas, Morse of Massachusetts, and 
Daniels cf New York took part in the de- 
bate. The former directed his opposition 
to the section giving the railroads the 
power to carry questions relating to the 
revocation of pooling orders into the 
courts and offering a substitute giving 
the Interstate Commerce Commission abso- 
lute control over all pending contracts. 
Messrs. Graham and Morse favored the 
bill, while Mr. Daniels attackeg it, on the 
ground that it would subvert the efforts 
of the interstate commerce law. 

Representative Bryan of Nebraska today 
introduced in the House a joint resolution 
providing for an amendment to the Con- 
stitution making the President ineligible 
to a second term. 

AN UPHEAVAL IN CAUCUS. 

Today’s Democratic caucus directed the 
steering committee to prepare an order of 
business, which will be presented for the 
consideration of the Senate, the following 
subjects of legislation are named: A bank- 
ruptcy bill, a bill for the construction of 
the Nicaragun Canal, a currency bill, 
bills for the admission of Arizona and New 
Mexico, a bill involving the interests of 
the Indian Territory. For the reconsidera- 
tion of the joint resolution of the House 
of Representatives on election of United 
States Senators by the people, and such 
other measures, including the appropria- 
tion bills as the steering committee may 
deem important. It is provided that, in 


their report to the caucus the “steering | 


committee” shall provide the order in 
which the above subjects of legislation 
shall be considered. 

The caucus was in session from 2 o’clock 
until 4:40 o’clock today, and almost the 
entire time was devoted to the discussfon 
of the first proposition of Senator Daniels, 
instructing the Committee on Rules to 


bring an amendment for a cloture and 


the speeches were at times very spirited. 
Senators Vest, Vilas, Berry and George 
made speeches favoring the proposition, 
while Senators Gorman, Morgan, Palmer, 


Harris, Pugh and others opposed it with | 
‘vigorous warmth. 


The opponents of a change evidently 
had the best of the argument from the 
beginning. It is understood that they 
evoked the ghost of the force bill and 
urged that if the Republicans should 
get in power they would revive this meas- 
ure. The protest against the proposed 
changes was so general that when a vote 
was taken no one considered it necessary 
to ask for the yeas and nays. When the 
cloture provision was defeated, the friends 
of the tariff bill gave up the fight, consid- 
ering it unnecessary to make any attempt 
to revive their consideration in view of 
the opposition of a—majority of the Re- 
publicans, and because of the fact that 
any determined opposition under the rules 
would insure their defeat. Hence it is 
that those bills do not appear in the 
official list of bills to, be presented for 
the consideration of the Senate. 

The order for a preparation of the 
currency bill by the Finance Committee 
carries with it instructions to take the 
recommendation of the Fresident and Sec- 
retary of the Treasury into consideration. 
It is also understood that a feasible propo- 
sition for the utilization of silver is to 
be included in any currency scheme pre- 
sented to or by the committee.

SECOND SESSION.

Upon the opening debate today, Senator 
Gorman offered a resolution, providing 
that when the Senate adjourn today it 
be to Monday, which was adopted.

Nothing is intended to 
be assumed here concerning the truth or 
falsity of these assertions or accusations, 
but these charges of malfeasance have 
an existence. The way of their riddance 
is plain. If the choice of a constituent 
member of this body were left to the mass 
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of voters in the State, the charges would 
be infinitely lessened. They would alto- 
gether disappear, if no reasonable 
grounds could be given for their support.

They Refuse to Join in the Cus- 
tomary Demostration in the 
Reichstag—Von Levetzow

THROUGH HIS: HAT. 


SOME TALKING THAT TOLD IN 
CHICAGO. 


How an Alleged Blackmailer was 
Caught by His Victim and a 
Portable Telephone—Luther - 

Laflin Mills’s Idea.

CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—A peculiar story of 
alleged blackmail and unique detective 
work in which a portable telephone fig- 
ured prominently, was developed today in 
the case of Attorney Charles Ioas, who 
was held in heavy bonds by United States 
Commissioner Wirt for sending objection- 
able matter through the mails. Dr. Janns, 
a prominent physician, had for a long 
time, according to his story, been paying 
Ioas for the suppression of a disagreeable 
bit of private work, and was driven to 
desperation when his wife received a let- 
ter from lIoas. 

Ioas, the doctor said, frankly admitted 
writing a letter, when no witnesses were 
present, but denied all knowledge of it 
when others were about. At last, on ad- 
vice of Attorney Luther Laflin Mills, Dr. 
Janns fitted a small telephone in his hat 
with a gold wire trailing: behind which 
was connected with a telephone outside 
the lawyer’s office, at which two receivers 
‘were stationed, a detective and a stenog- 
rapher. Entering the lawyer’s office, Dr. 
Janns declares.that he easily induced Ioas 
to again admit that he had written the 
letter. Then Dr. Janns exhibited his tele- 
phone and explained to the astounded law- 
yer that he had been talking through the 
doctor’s hat, and secured his arrest. 


THE LOWER BRULES. 


Senator Pettigrew Demands an In- 
vestigation of Their Removal.

Gen. Hart Closes for the Defense and 
Cook Opens for the Fros- 
| écution.

WOODLAND, Dec. 6.—At no time during 
the Worden trial were there such crowds 
as have been in attendance upon the clos- 
ing scenes of the Hatch trial. People go 
early th order to get seats and those who 
are late in arriving never get any nearer 
than the corridors. 

At 9:30 o’¢lock this morning, Gen. Hart 
resumed his argument. He was once 
more in good voice. His excoriation af 
the detectives, Judge Armstrong, Super- 
visor Casselman and others was even 
more merciless than heretofore. The lat- 
ter he described as a railroad emissary 
who stands with his ear to the keyhole to 
hear those who are testifying. He made 
a vivid word-painting of hired attorneys, 
persistent detectives and perjured wit- 
nesses, backed by all that wealth, power 
and influence can command, hounding a 
guiltless man to the gallows, and then 
contrasted it with the picture of despair- 
ing wife, an affectionate sister, and de- 
voted pafents, hopeful but almost help- 
less on account of the stings of poverty. 
Day after day, he said, they had anxiously 
watched the faces of the jurors for some 
indication of the thoughts passing in 
their minds. Night after night they had 
lifted. their prayers to heaven that a loved 
member of their family may be sent out 
of the courtroom at the close of the trial 
without @ stain upon his character. Gen. 
Hart closed at noon, having occupied 
nearly sight hours in the delivery of his 
argument, 

At 1:30 o’clock, Attorney Cook began his 
argument for the prosecution. He began 
by saying that the duty he felt called upon 
to perform is the most painful appertain- 
ing to the profession of the law, as it in- 
volves responsibilities that, as an individ- 
ual, he might well wish to avoid, but, as 
an officer of the law, he had taken a: 
oath not to shirk his duty. Cook’s upen- 
ing was very impressive, and was listened 
to in breathless silence. 

“I am not here,“ said he, to employ any 
of the tricks of oratory or arts of elo- 
quence to persuade you to do anything 
that, the evidence does not compel vou to 
do under oath as a fury. It is no part of 
the prosecution to appeal to passion and 
prejudice, or to de influenced by malice. 
It is as much the duty of the prosecuting 
officer to protect the defendant as it is to 
protect the interests of the people. One- 
fourth of the cases tried by ine during. 
four years’ service as Assistant District 
Attorney were dismissed on my own mo- 
tion because as to guilt. 4 

“For twelve hours I have listened to the 
argument of the defense, hcping that some 
doubt would be raised in my mind. I 
tried to divest miyself of the feeling of an 
attorney and sit asa juror. I have heard. 
nothing that shakes my confidence of the 
guilt of the accused. A great deal of the 
argument for the defense has been in the 
nature of ent assault upon everybody 
connected with the prosecution save my- 
self. Mr. Hart knows that I would not 
lend myself to malicious prosecution. He. 
knows that I cannot be hirod hy any | 
poration or any tan on earth to 


sequences, and wholly unjnduenced by mal- 
ice or improper motives.:’ 
Cook deplored the frequency and bit- 
terness of the allusions of counsel for the 
defense to the special counsel employed 
and ably quoted the language of Webster 
in his reply to a similar assault made 
upon him when he was prosecuting Mc- 
Nabb for the murder of old man White in 
Massachusetts, He then requested the 
jury to acquit Hatch, tf, upon the conclu- 
cion of the argument there existed a doubt 
for which a reason could be given. He did 
not want any man convi of a crime 
— the evidence fully established his 


“A murder,” said he, “which results 
from the commission of a felony, although 
murder may not be premeditated is, nev- 
ertheless, murder in the first degree. It 
is a dastardly and atrocious crime for 
men to obstruct or weaken 4 track in a 
manner that must inevitably result in a 
wreck and the loss of lite.“ He declared 
that Samuel Clark and the four soldiers 
killed on the lith of July were hurled to 
destruction without warning and that the 
men responsible for the wreck were guilty 
of an atrocious crime. 

Cook then directed his attention to 
Gen. Hart’s allegation that a great cor- 
poration, and not the people, is behind 
this prosecution. “Its trains’ said he, 
‘‘have been stopped; its property has been 
destroyed; its employees have been mur- 
dered, and the lives of its passengers had 
been jeopardiged. The people. demanded 
that the railroad should take an inter- 
est in the case. It is its duty to pro- 
tect its passengers. Without the evidence 
of the railroad offiéials and employees 
there could be no prosecution in this 
case. 
The Presecuting Attorney next dwelt 
upon the injustice of attempting to in- 
flame public opinion and arouse public 
prejudice, by alleging that the defendant 
is poor, while the prosecuting witnesses 
are slaves of a wealthy corporation. Quot- 
Ing Gen. Hart's declaration: 


: “No attorney ts justified in using 
such an expression. No attorney ought to 
harbor any bitterness in this trial.“ He 
then began a rapid review of the testi- 
mony, but at 4:30 o’clock a recess was 
taken until 7 o’cloek.¢ Cook will not con- 
clude before tomorrow. 

The trial of Appelman is set for Friday. 
Hart and Gaddis have been retained for 
the defense.

| Justice Cook on the Rights of Pull- 


man-car Patrons.

SAN FRAN CISCO, Dec. 6.—Justice of 
the Peace Cook rendered a decision today 
against the Pullman Palace Car Company 
in the suit of Charles Péak against that 


‘corporation. The, plaintiff sought to re- 


cover the value of a coat and vest stolen 
from him while occupying a berth in, one 
of the company’s cara on a trip to Los 
Angeles last June. In an extended review 
of the testimony, the Justice said: 

“It was in proof that near midnight the 
plaintif? went into the smoking-room of 
the car and there foynd the colored por- 
ter, whose duty it was to keep watch and 
ward over the car and its occupants, 
sound asleep. While the plaintiff was 
asleep, some unknown person removed his 
coat and vest from a hook at the berth 
he ocoupied.. Hue and cry were made on 
the following morning and all the officers 
and servants ot the company were notified 
of the loss. 

“If, through want of care, the personal 
effects of a passenger are stolen, the com- 
pany is liable’ and cannot avoid its Hadil- 
ity dy posting in the car a notice disclaim- 
ing responsibility, Notice printed on.tick- 
ets or checks can in no way limit the lia- 
bility of carriers. A passenger ‘annot be 
expected to come into a car naked. I a 


passenger cannot have protection for the 


clothes he wears; if he cannot be allowen 
to undress and go to bed with the knowl- 
edge that his personal effects are under 
careful guard, then the sleeping-car scrv- 
ice is a delusion and @ snara. Instead of 
being a place of rest where a passenger 
can sleep, feeling himself secure from 
thieves, it becomes a robber’s ruokery.”’ 
Justice Cook then paid his compliments 
to the colored porter as follows: The de- 
fense exalts the colored porter, who has 
the almost exclusive charge of the sleep- 
ing-cars in this country, into an angel of 
light and virtue, which the experience of 
most travelers does not warrant. I my- 
self have had much experience with this 
kind of colored gentry. I know he must 
eat, sleep afid wear clothes like a white 
man. He likes good wearing apparel, and 


he is willing and ready to get it, especially 


if he gets it for nothing.“ 
In giving judgment for the plaintiff, Jus- 
tice Cook held that the Pullman Company 
was under all circumstances required by 
law to make good the losses sustained by 


travelers while riding in its cars.

August E. Costello, the author of Police 
Protectors, explained how he lost $1000 
through the police board of this city.

New Anti-train- robber Coach Being 
Constructed at Chicago. .

CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—A railroad car, said | 


to de bullet-proof is now being con- 
structed here. It will be supplied with 
cages, designed to be opened only from 
the outside by a station-agent. In these 
cages the safe and more valuable parcels 
placed. The arrangement is such that 
the robbers succeed in entering the car 
they will be exposed to the fire of the 
messenger from a bullet-proof compart- 
ment in each end of the car, the messen- 
ger being also able to shoot along the | 
sides of the car to protect the engineer 
or to prevent robbers from making an 
entry.

I asked him: what England 
would be doing while Japan took Australia. 
‘I don't think Japan cares what England 
would do,“ he answered, and I had to run 
off and look hard at the compass for fear 
of laughing in his face.

tion. It is the brightest and kindliest and 
timeliest word that has been said on the 
subject in many a day, and deserves a pop- 
ularity even greater than Mr. Smith’s 
other famous book, The Evolution of 
Dodd,“ which also bears on the school 
question. The present volume consists of 
a dozen or so short and exceedingly enter- 
taining and readable essays, addressed 
chiefly to teachers, but appealing to the 
common sense and common interests of all 
of us who are in any manner interested in 
educational affairs as they are conducted 
in our own public schools; and, being read- 
able and bright and full of fun, as well as 
of good, hard horse-sense, the book will, 
if we are not mistaken, have a great run 
all over the country. 


It is the kind of book one reads with in- 
creasing zest and enjoyment from the first 
page to the last and finally lays down 
wishing there were more of it. The humor 
is delicious and never flags. There is not 
a dull paragraph in it. It is just such a 
book as was needed, and if only every 
teacher and school superintendent, and 
especially every parent or individual con- 
nected with or interested in the public 
schools, could read it, it would do a world 
of good. 

Mr. Smith is an Illinois man, a writer 
and lecturer of note, and he has had a 
wide experience in educational matters. 
Having been a school teacher himself and 
more or less intimately associated with 
teachers and schools all his life, through 
his kindly, never-failing interest as a citi- 
zen, in their efficiency and welfare, his 
criticisms and admonitions have a value 
they would not have if they came from a. 
mere theorist. So when, in his amusing 
way, he points out errors and absurdities 
in prevailing pedagogic methods and the 
system,“ he knows what he is talking 
about and his words have weight in pre- 
cisely the quarter where they can do some 
good 


The keynote of Mr. Smith’s song is that 
it is the business of teachers to teach; that 
they are not paid merely to assign les- 
sons, hear pupils say them if they can, 
mark them up or down as the case may 
be, and never give them any real help. 
They should really teach. That is what 
they are for. And he makes a strong plea 
for the individuality of the pupil, the right 
of each to a fair chance in the school. If 
he is weak in one study, “born short,” 
don’t make it an excuse for keeping him 
back in others in which he may be strong. 
This paper., Born Short,“ and the one 
entitled, Rats,“ bearing on the same sub- 
ject, Dr. Hodgsen, secretary of the Lon- 
don Society for Psychic Research, says are 
the best articles on pedagogy that he has 
ever seen; that they contain a philosophy 
which is the very rock basis of school- 
teaching that amounts to anything.

San Francisco has been strug- 
gling with the project of an independ- 
ent San Joaquin Valley line fér some 
time past, but does not seem to be 
Making very rapid progress. The 
amount of subscription needed to in- 
eure the building of this road is said 
to be not more than $350,000. The 
fact that such a sum as this cannot 
be raised in twenty-four hours in a 
wealthy city like San Francisco is not 
very creditable to the enterprise of its 
citizens. But then the people of San 
Francisco have so long been hopelessly 
in the power of the Southern Pacific 
Company that they seem to have got 
out of the way of helping themselves. 

Here in Southern California the case 
is different. We are accustomed to 
competing lines of railroad, and know 
what a benefit they are. We have en- 
terprise, and we have something like 
$11,000,000 on deposit in the banks of 


| this city alone. Why can we not meet 


these people of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley who are so anxious to trade with 
Us, at least Half way, and build a 
railroad to connect with them that 
Will enable the producers of those 
counties to ship their crops to tide |

water at a reasonable rate? Such a 
rallroad would also open up a consid- 
erable section in the northern part of 
Los, Angeles county, which at present 
only needs railway connection to set- 
tle up rapidly. The main advantage 
of such a line, however, would be that 
it would insure us a largely increased 
trade and would place Los Angeles in 
an impregnable position as the com- 
mercial center of a section of the 
State that is already equal in impor- 
tance to that which is controlled by 
San Francisco, and which is growing 
much faster than the northern half 
of the State. In other words, it would 
make a commercial rivalry between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco no 
longer a mere possibility but a proba- 
bility also, and a probability of the 
not very distant future. 

Will not the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, which has already ac- 
complished so much good for this sec- 
tion, take action in this matter? This 
is a rare opportunity which we can- 
not afford to let slip. Upon whether 
this road shall be built to the north or 
to the south depends the direction that 
will be taken by the trade of the great 
San Joaquin Valley, one of the richest 
in the world, and capable of support- 
ing a dense population. 


A DISGRACEFUL AFFAIR. 


The “hazing” of Claude C. Camp- 
bell by students of the University of 
California, at an early hour on Tues- 
day morning, was an outrage for 
which the participants should be held 
to strict legal and moral accountabil- 
ity. There is no justification for such 
ruffianism in our institutions of learn- 
ing or out of them. It is disgraceful 
in the last degree, and should be 
stamped out at any cost. * 

In the case of young Campbell, it 
appears from the published accounts 
that while he had conducted himself 
— such manner as to incur the dis- 


— 


while he had in fact made himself 
foolishly and ostentatiously conspic- 
‘uous in his championship of the foot- 
ball students of Stanford—he had 
in fact committed no real offense, 
and had done nothing which he 
had not a perfect right to do But 
no matter what might have been his 
offense, there was and could be no 
legal nor moral justification for the 
indignities to which he was subjected 
by the cowardly mob of young hood- 
lums. The question as to the provo- 
cation which they may or may not 
have had for their action is not in 
issue. Neither is the fact that they 
inflicted no serious physical injury 
upon their victim any palliation of 
their offense. The assault upon young 
‘Campbell: was not only an unmanly 
thing, but it was a palpable and wan- 
ton violation of law, and should be 
dealt with as such. 

The idiotic custom of hazing, which 
was so common in our colleges a 
quarter of a century ago, has been 
virtually suppressed, thanks to the 
vigorous action of college faculties, 
and to the severe condemnation of the 
practice, both by the press and by 
public sentiment. Its revival in Cal- 
ifornia at this late day is disgraceful 
to the State and an affront to its 
laws. From no rational point of view 
can it be defended, and from every 
point of view must it be condemned. 
The victim, in this case, would be 
fully justified in proceeding against 
his assailants by legal process. But 
whether he does so or not, the faculty 
of the University of California should 
lose no time in taking the matter up 
ard punishing those who are respon- 
sible for the outrage, by suspension 
or expulsion. 

These officials cannot shirk 
duty on the plea that the affair has 
not been brought “officially” to their 
notice. They have no right to blind 
their eyes to the outrage. 

The San Francisco Examiner is au- 
thority for the statement that Gover- 
nor-elect Budd has expressed*the opin- 
ion that the hazers “ought to have 
cut off Campbell's head,” adding “and 
that’s how we all feel about the 
traitor.” If Mr. Budd made this re 
mark, he thereby proved himself, 
anew, to be an unfit man for the of- 
fice of Governor of a great State, or 
for any other public office. As Goy- 
ernor, Mr. Budd will be pledged by 
oath to uphold the laws and enforce 
them to the best of his ability; yet in 
this case we find him not only com- 
mending a flagrant violation of law, 
but expressing the opinion that the 
misdemeanor should have been ag- 
gravated into a grave crime. For the 
sake of common decency, it is to be 
hoped that Mr. Budd has been mis 
quoted in this affair, and that he is 
the sure-enough victim of villification 
in this case.

mind, I would scorn the offer. The only 
thing I regret is that I did not take it 
years ago.’ That is what Mr. eeler 
said, in answer to a query from a Re- 
publican representative last night. 

„ made a tour of the entire State,’ 
continued Mr. Wheeler. ‘Starting in at 
Shasta county, in the extreme northern 
part, I went along down the line to 
San Diego, stopping at all the principal 
cities, and, taking in all the best side 
trips, and it was one round of delightful 
surprises from the time I started till the 
time I took the cars for Lansing. I 
found business, as a general thing, dull. 
San Francisco, especially, has felt the 
effects of the business depression, and 
a pricked boom bubble. There are 5000 
vacant buildings in, the city, and the pros- 
pects‘ are very discouraging. All parts of 
the State have been built up and ad- 
vanced fifty years ahead of the times, and 
there will never be a better time for in- 
vestment than right now. The State is 
bound to grow to thuse improvements. 

But Los Angeles is banner city. 
For the past year an average of six build- | 
ing permits have been issued every day, 
and some of the buildings are simply pal- 
aces." Electric street cars run into the 
country for distances of from six to 
ten miles, and people along these lines 
have the benefits of electric lights, water 
and all modern conveniences, and the 
country is a paradise. The roads are 
lined with magnolias and flowering shrubs, 
whilo the fruit orchards and country 
homes on each side are perfect bowers of 
loveliness. The people are the most hos- 
pitable I ever met in my lite.“ 

After. speaking of some other parts of 
the State, the interview continues: There 
are some disadvantages of living in Cali- 
fornia, however. In the first place, large 
tracts of land that ought to be under 
cultivation are held by ranchmen and 
syndicates, and they simply rob the man 
who wants to buy. Then the irrigating 
plants are controlled by monopolies of the 
worst type. The fruit-growers are com- 
pletely. at their mercy, and. have no re- 
dress, The fruit crop last year was un- 
profitable because of the strike, but the 
prospects .are good for a large orange 
crop, which will be harvested about March. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad controls 
the entire shipments of the fruit belt, 
and the way ey sock on the rates is 
frightful. As example, 3000 cars of 
raisins were shipped from one county last 
season, and all the grower got for his 
product was 2 cents per pound. The

THE DEATH OF D. o. FORNEY’S 
DAUGHTER DENIED. 


Episodes in the Life of a Former 
Washington Belle Revived by 
the Report of Her Unto- 

1 ward End.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The death of 
Mrs. Edith Armstrong, better known as 
Dovie“ Comstock, in a Kansas jail, ends 
a strange career of a beautiful, but no- 
torious, woman. She was the daughter of 
D. C. Forney, founder of the Washington 
Chronicle, and a niece of John W. For- 
ney. All those who knew Dovie““ Com- 
stock in her childhood speak of her dainty 
beauty. The name was given her 
because it fitted her. She was a laugh- 
ing, wayward child. It seemed natural 
that she should fall in love with Walter 
G. Comstock of Providence, who was 
rich, young and handsome. His father 
was very rich. He is a near relative of 
the Armours, and was in the wholesale 
meat business. They lived in Providence, 
on Parkis avenue, in the finest house in 
the aristocratic Elwood section. They 
plunged at once into the social whirl. 
It was not long before she gathered about 
her a coterie of young men. These 
young men drank quantities of wine. 

Young Comstock’s eyes were finally 
opened, and he got a divorce. It is said 
that the corespondent was Samuel Post, 
the man who was killed by Ella Nason. 
Some time after Mrs. Comstock came to 
New York, and lived in various hotels. 
In July, 1890, she moved to No. 344 Smith 
street, Brooklyn. It was there she met 
‘Theodore Larbig, who lost his life 
through her. He was 43 years of age and 
a man who had seen life. Constant in- 
tercourse with many people, coupled with 
a checkered and valuable experience in 
California, had given him a certain pol- 
ish. But it was his t strength and 
self-confident manner which attracted Mrs. 
Comstock. He became a constant visitor 
at her flat, when he was in town. 

In May she moved to No. 278 Sackett 
street, and took as a boarder Darwin J. 
Meserole, son of Gen. Meserole. She had 
known Meserole several years, and had 
been very intimate with him. On June 
27, 1891, Larbig called at the house and 
began quarreling with Mrs. Comstock. 
‘Meserole interfered, and a fight ensued, in 
which Meserole shot and killed Larbig, 
The trial attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. The young man was acquitted, 
when J. Gaynor was counsel for the de- 
tense. Ten months later Dovie“ was 
married to John L. Watkins, and a short 
time afterward she went west. Being a 
victim of the opium habit, her down- 
fall was rapid. |

WEATHER AND CROPS. \ 
The Weekly Bulletin for Souther 


California. 


Following is the weather and er 
bulletin for Southern California for the 
week ending December 3: ‘ \ 

The weather during the past week was 
fair and cool, with some morning fogs in 
the coast districts and a light rain in the 
San Luis Obispo section; elsewhere no ) 
rain fell, and, owing to the continued | 
drought, irrigation was necessary. The 
nights were cool with frequent light frosts 
in low places, which resulted in no par- 
ticular harm. The weather was favor- 
able for completing the harvesting of fall 
crops. 

A review of the weather during the 
month of November, 1894, shows that the 
conditions were favorable for closing up 
the work of fruit-dryifig,; but they were 
unpropitious for general farm operations, 
because of the protracted drought. A 
ligbt rain fell in San .Luis Obispo and 
Santa Barbara counties, but it was not 
sufficient to be of lasting benefit to vege- 
tation. In the remaining counties no 
rain fell, and the departures from the 
average precipitation was marked; the de- 
ficiency at Los Angeles was 1.48 inches; 
-82 of an inch at San Diego; about .83 of 
an inch at Riverside, and the deficiency in 
the remaining sections was in about the 
same proportion. Night and morning fogs 
were frequent in the coast districts, and 
which precipitated an appreciable amount 
of moisture that was beneficial to grass 
crops and vegetables. Dry plowing and 
seeding were carried on to a considerable 
extent, and grain sown early in the coast 
districts did well in spite of the dry | 
weather. | 

The month was cooler than the average 
in the coast districts, while in the in- 
terior it was warmer; the temperature 
was 1 deg. less than the mean at Log Ane 
geles, 4 below at San Diego, 1 below at 
Santa Barbara, and at Riverside it was 4 
deg. in excess of the mean for twelve 
years. Light frosts were of quite fre- 
quent occurrence toward the close of the 
month on low, exposed ground, but no 
particular injury was done, a few tender 
vegetables only being nipped. Detailed 
reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo: Rain fell November 
27, and, while not sufficient, it was bene- 
ficial to grass and grain crops. Dairymen 
have suffered through overstocking and 
insufficient rain. Highest temperature, 78 
deg.; lowest, 40 deg.; rain, .31 inch. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The weather 
was cool at night and a touch of frost in 
low, exposed places. The conditions were 
favorable for gathering corn. August po- 

toes and for trees, except the latter 
need rain; orchards and alfalfa were irri- 


gated. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles city: 
The temperature was 1 deg. less than the 
average; no rein. Highest temperature, 
75 deg.; lowest temperature, 41 deg. The 
local markets contain green peas, beans, 
green peppers, tomatoes, onions, spinach, 
cauliflower, cucumbers, egg-plants, rad- 
ishes, lettuce; also strawberries, raspber- 
ries, blackberries, some new oranges and 
tangerines. Duarte: The week was 
partly cloudy, but no rain fell. Not much 
work can be done till rain does come, 
Highest temperature, 85 deg.; lowest, 40 
deg. Pomona: With few exceptions there 
was sunshine all the fall; rain is needed 
to facilitate plowing and seeding. Several 
frosts occurred, but not more than usual 
for the time of the year. Olive-gathering 
and pickling have begun; though not a 
full crop, there will be many thousand 

lons. Lemons are being gathered, 
oranges are taking on color, and the fruit 
is of more salable size than last year; 
the crop will be shipped through the as- 
sociation. 

Riverside: The temperature during No- 
vember was in excess of the average; the 
highest was 96 deg.; lowest, 32 deg.; mean, 
62 deg.; the month was the warmest of 
which there is a record. No rain. fell. 
The fruit crop is looking well. 

Orange county—Santa Anta: The nights 
were cool, with a light frost on December 
1. No rain fell during November; the 
highest temperature was 88 deg, and the 
lowest 52 deg. Early-soon barley and 
other fall crops are doing well. Plowing 
for sugar beets continues. Anabeim: The 
weather during November, except a few 
cloudy days, was a succession of sunny 
‘days and foggy nights, which precipitated 
considerable moisture. The walnut crop,, 
consisting of forty carloads, has. been 
moved, and, although damaged by the hot 
wind of August 25, averaged satisfactory 
to the growers. Farmers are making 
preparations for seeding and sugar-beet 
planting, rains are needed to start winter 
crops. A moderate acreage has heen 
planted to winter vegetables. Tustin: 
November was characterized by the ab- 
sence of rain unusually heavy fogs. A 
large acreage has been plowed dry for 
barley and considerable seeded. Walnuts 
and peanuts are about all shipped; some 
dried fruit yet remains on the growers’ 
hands, but the greater portion has been 
shipped. Oranges are coloring; and the 


— 


present prospects are for a better crop, 
both in quantity and quality, than last 
season. Irrigation continues from the lack 
of rain; alfalfa has been one of the best 
crops grown. Capistrano: Fair weather 
prevailed during the week; the highest 
temperature, 70 deg.; lowest, 50 deg. . 

(Since the above reports there has been. 
a general rain throughout the section cov- 
ered by the bulletin.)

The Pacific Union May Go 
to Pieces, 


Two Large Fire Companies Withdraw 
from the Combine—The . 
Rate Question. 


_ Letters of Instruction to Agents Is- 
sued by the Seceding Corpora- 
tions—No Definite Reasons 
for Withdrawal. 


There is trouble again in the Pacific 
Insurance Union, several well-known fire 
companies having withdrawn from the or- 
. Banization. Whether or not this move wil? 
result in a lowering of rates remains to be 
seen. The companies withdrawing say 
that they will not ‘‘cut’’ unless compelled 
to do so, but it is thought that reduced 
premiums will be the natural consequence 
of the breaking of the combine. 
The San Francisco Call of Wednesday 
contains the following article explanatory 


of the causes which have led up to the 
“break :”’ 


The Home Insurance Company of New 
Tork and the Phoenix Insurance Company 
of Hartford have withdrawn from the 
Pacific Insurance Union and will hence- 
forth act independently of the rules gov- 
erning the compact whenever occasion may 
require. 

The official withdrawal took place 
_ yesterday. This action, with ite attendant 
circumstances, is not a direct declaration. 
of war upon the union as an organization, 
_ but on certain members of the union who 
have been caught in acts of scalping“ by 

the agents of the Home and the Phoe- 
nix companies. 

These concerns represent a total capital 
of $16,000,000, and their secession from the 
union win doubtless cause much uneasi- 
ness among other companies, foreign and 
domestic. 

Arthur E. Magill, general agent for the 
two companies named, has issued a circu- 
lar letter of instructions to all agents of 
the Home and the Phoenix companies, the 
most important portion of which reads as 
follows: 

Our membership in the Pacific In- 
surance Union having terminated today, 
we take this opportunity of explaining our 
prospecttve policy, and the position we 
propose assuming as regards that asso- 
ciation. To prevent misconception, we 
wish it to be understood that as the chief 

ject of the union is the promotion of 

surance business by a sound and equita- 
ble administration, without any attempt at 
monopoly, or the extortion of unfair rates, 
it has our unqualified approval, and will 
continue to have our co-opération. 

Our withdrawal from the union is in 
pursuance of a notice we gave qn join- 
ing (and for other reasons not n 
to mention,) and, while we deem it a pru- 
dent step for the good of our companies 
(as well as all concerned in insurance 
matters,) we consider that the Pacific In- 
surance Union is a well-devised and meri- 
torious association; that its affairs have 
been ably, and, as far as possible, impar- 


tially conducted, and, although it may. 


not have worked with complete satisfac- 
tion in some individual cases, it has cer- 
tainly educed better and more ‘uniform 
methods, and placed fire insurance 
throughout the Pacific Coast on a more 
substantial basis. Having no grievance 
against the union, we do not desire to 
detract from the good purposes it seeks 
to accomplish, nor to encroach on the 
business of any of its loyal members, 
except on equal terms. We shall con- 
tinue our adherence to its rules and regu- 
lations so far as they may be known to 
us, and so long as there shall be no im- 
proper interference with ur interests. 
We shall deviate: only when it may appear 
really necessary to preserve our business, 
but if the union or any of: its members 
should pursue or sanction any course 
likely to prove detrimental to the in- 
terests of the Home and Phoenix com- 
panies, you will be duly instructed as 
circumstances may require, and allowed 
to use a reasonable discretion. Until such 
occasion shall arise, however, please do 
not ask our approval of any departure 
from the ordinary course.’ 

“It will be observed that Mr. Magill’s 
letter is very conservative and guarded in 
its phraseology... It gives no explanation 
of the reasons for its withdrawal—though 
they are presumed to be ample to jus- 
tify the action—but the announcement 
of the termination of the membership of 
the Phoenix and the Home companies is 
explicit and emphatic. 

James W. Whiting, the agent for the 
two companies in this city, does not hesi- 
tate to state the reasons that brought 
about the dissolution. Mr. Whiting was 
seen at his residence, No. 720 Franklin 
street, last night, and, in an interview 
ad N subject of the withdrawal, he 

Tes, the Home and The Phoenix com- 
panies are out of the Pacific Insurance 
Union. These companies and their agents 
have faithfully lived up to the rules that 
were adopted for the compact. The union 
itself was a good thing on principle, both 
as regards the protection of legitimate 
business and the reduction of rates. But 
we discovered some time ago that other 
companiés were scalping right and left, 
particularly foreign companies. — 

“In many instances that have come un- 

der my personal observation the agree- 
ment for a commission of 15 per cent to 
brokers was violated. As high as 25 per 
cent. has been paid to brokers for pushing 
business and interfering with our custo- 
mers. 
“And that is not all. There are hun- 
dreds of cases where rebates on premiums 
have actually been paid to the assured. 
Now this sort of thing couldn't be tol- 
erated any longer. 

“Our companies have suffered a great 
deal in the country by this, underhanded 
work, and for that reason we have decided 
to meet all such cuts and moves by any 
and all companies wherever they occur. 

Woe don’s propose to reduce rates—un- 
less forced to,“ he continued. We. shall 
simply protect ourselves and our business 
against the scalpers, and for that reason 
our companies have withdrawn from the 
union, so as to be free and unhampered 
by the rules that would tie our hands, but 
which do not seem to tie the hands of 
some other companies. Some of the for- 
eign companies’ agents claim that they 
have not violated the rules, but I have run 
across. many cases where they have offered 
higher commissions than the rules of the 
union allow, and they have even gone 80 
far as to give a rebate to the assured in 
order to take away our business. 

Last night several prominent insurance 
men expressed it, as their opinion that the 
action taken by. the Phoenix and Home 
companies will result in a general disin- 
tegration of the union, and that an insur- 
ance rate war is imminent.’

BERKELEY COLLEGE STUDENTS 
“RUBBED IT IN.” |; 


More About the Hazing Episode of 
Which the Clergyman’s Son was 
the Victim—Shaved Half 
of His Head. 


— 


In addition to the brief story ot the 
brutal hazing of Claude C. Campbell, son 
of Rev. J. W. Campbell of this ‘city; by 
Berkeley students, which appeared in the 
telegraphic columns of The Times yester- 
day, the following additional details are 
furnished by the San Francisco Call: 

“During the last Thanksgiving football 
game a student began to bring himself 
into a prominence that has now reached a 
somewhat elevated point. Mr. Magee, the 
instructor in physical culture at the uni- 
versity, was sponging off the Berkeley 
players during one of the interludes when 
a student wearing a Stanford sweater ap- 
proached and attempted to dip his sponge 
in the bucket to use it on the Stanford 
players. Somewhat startled by the impu- 
dence of the action, Mr. Magee told him 
his head would follow the sponge if that 
went into the bucket. wearer, who 
was not recognized by the instructor, got 
out of the way at once. 

“The Berkeley students who saw the at- 
tempt recognized the oddity as Campbell, 
a Berkeley student, if enrollment in a 
college makes one a student. Campbell's 
conduct in wearing the Stanford colors 
and acting against Berkeley aroused the 
indignation of the upholders of the blue 
and gold and many threats were made 
against him. The outcome of the feeling 
that ran high was the severe hazing of 
Campbell Monday ht. 

A number of students waited for Camp- 
bell at the station, knowing him to be in 
the city. They boarded the last train, the 
1 o'clock, at Dwight way, and when Camp- 
bell got off at Berkeley he found himself 
surrounded, He gave in and let himself 
be blindfolded... He was taken to the ein- 
der-track dressing-rooms and there put 
through a course that doubtless impressed 
upon him the fact that he was not high in 
popular esteem, and certainly marked him 
for some time to come with no question- 
able signs. Very little was said. It was 
somewhat of a Quaker-metting, as far as 
Campbell's part went. 

“A dull razor was used to relieve him 
of half of his hair, the other half being 
left intact, but covered with mucilage. 
His eyebrows and eyelashes. were shaved 
off, his face painted red, with an ‘S’ on 
one side and a ‘B’ on the other. Rumor 

it that he was also branded 
‘traitor’ with nitrate of silver, but the 
rumor seemed without foundation. 

“When morning came the story of the 
hazing and Campbell's conduct «absorbed 
the college interest, and it did not take 
long for his past history to be canvassed. 
Many students objected strongly to the 
hazing, though not failing to say they 
thought Campbell deserved it. On a peti- 
tion. of a number of the students, Mr. 
Bradley, president of the Associated Stu- 
dents, issued a call for a meeting of that 
body at 2:30 o’clock today, to take action 
on Campbell’s case. 

„And Campbell not only has a case, but 
is one, with some emphasis. Claude C. 
Campbell is the son of a well-known 
Methodist clergyman of Los Angeles. 

“He is said to have been expelled from 

e Los Angeles High School, the Univer- 

ty of Southern California and Stanford 
University, and to haye been given to 
gambling and other devious ways at 
Berkeley. 

“On the day of the game he started 
with blue and gold ribbons in one pocket 
and red in the other. As soon as Stan- 
ford made its touchdown, he put on the 
red and shouted for Stanford, and 
his actions, that were so obnoxious to 
the Berkeley students. 

“When seen yesterday, he had the other 
half of his head barbered and most of the 
paint removed. There yet remained a 
Hey, f color that spake for anything but 

ealth. 

“Campbell vows vengeance on the stu- 
dents who hazed bw They wore no 
masks, so that he knows them all. 

“The faculty are much aroused over the 
discovery of his reputation, having ac- 
cepted him as being ‘of good moral charac- 
ter.’ His case will be. at once considered 
on its merits.’ 

Dr. Campbell, the father of the boy, 
is naturally much annoyed over the mat- 
ter. As has been stated, he denies posi- 
tively that his son ever got into any 
trouble in the High School here, and es- 

lally deprecates the attempt to make 
him out in a worse light than he is. Young 
Campbell has many friends in this city, 
and, while they say t he was at times 
somewhat eccentric, there was nothing in 
his actions to justify the strictures passed 
upon him by the San Francisco papers. 

Dr. Campbell will give the matter his 
personal attention, and it is more than 
probable that there may be some further 
developments in the near future.

The City Council. 
AN ADJOURNED SESSION THIS MORN- 
ING. 


The City Council is to have an adjourned 
meeting this morning, and there are at 
least two or three matters of considerable 
importance which it is expected will be 
presented. 

The Councilmen have for the past few 
days been discussing the question of 
whether the proposed issues of city bonds, 
both for refunding and for improvement 
Perrone shall be at 5 per cént. or 4% per 
cent.

one-tenth of the entire capital stock, for 
two years, at the end of which time he 
was to be refunded. It is also intimated 
that the stock in controversy had been 
fraudulently converted by plaintiff to his 
own use; defendant therefore asks judg- 
ment for $150,000, the value thereof.

_ MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY ON THE 


A Mexican Killed During a Drunken 
Carousal—The Body Shockingly 
Mutilated by the Bloody 

Miscreants. 


The horribly-mutilated body of a dead 
Mexican was found yesterday morning in 
one of the ranch houses on the Chapman 
ranch at San Gabriel. Word was sent from 
Lamanda Park to the Sheriff and Coroner, 
and Sheriff Cline with Deputy Frank Coch- 
ran, departed for the scene of the tragedy 
as soon as possible. 

_A telephone message from the Chapman 
ranch gave only meager details of the 
occurrence, and Sheriff Cline could give 
but little additional information upon his 
return.. The affair is shrouded in mystery. 
The body was found lying on the floor 
with evidences of a severe struggle al) 


were scattered around, and the man’s neck 

4 head were slashed in a fearful man- 
ner. The jugular vein had been cut, and 
it is easy to suppose that the man died of 
knife wounds and gashes from the sharp 
edges of the broken bottle. The Mexican 
was undoubtedly killed in a drunken fight 
between a crowd of Mexican ranch hands, 
as a party of them were carousing in the 
ranch house the night of the murder. The 
men were very hilarious, and their bois- 
terous shouts and laughter was heard at 
the Chapman residence; then they were 
heard quarreling and fighting, byt no shots 
were heard. After the fighting there was 
deep silence, and it is presumed that the 
other Mexicans became aware that a man 
had been killed so silently decamped 

Nothing was learned from any of them 
yesterday, and the identity of the man is 
yet unknown.
